That way they could 
receive guidance and support 
and operate as a proper 
business entity with 
members owning shares in 
their club. 

With a proper business 
outlook, full-time 
professional staif and an 
incentive to succeed, clubs 
will be much more in tune 
with satisfying their 
spectators and ultimately 
expanding with the game. 


MAKE THE 
LEAGUE 
ACCOUNTABLE 
Just as the clubs are 
accountable to the league 
and their owners, the NSL 
itself should operate under a 
system of accountability. 
Club owners should 
appoint an NSL chief 
commissioner for a three 
year term and he should be 
Tesponsible for the 
performance of the league. 


BECOME 
PROACTIVE 

At present the league 
Temains as a reactive body. 
Very rarely does it unleash a 
sensible proactive decision 
that is greated with general 
support. 

As a minor sport in this 
country and as a minor 
participant on the world 
scale, Australian soccer 
needs te be innovative and 
proactive in its policies and 
decisiors if it is to record 
any growth and gather any 
respectability.

On behalf of the Brisbane Strikers and all professional NSL 
clubs, I am writing to express my absolute contempt for the 
delaying action conducted in the courts by the two Melbourne 
clubs expelled from the league, Melbourne SC and Heidelberg. 

The reasons for the expulsion of the above clubs, in 
addition to the Parramatta Eagles, have already been 
‘vigorously debated within the soccer community, and I do not 
wish to re-open this debate. However, given that they have 
not been re-admitted to the 1995-96 NSL competition, they 
should not have the right to disrupt the season for all the other 
clubs in the league. 

Brisbane Strikers, for example, have already launched a 
major promotional campaign for the forthcoming season, 
highlighting the club’s new signing, Frank Farina, and the 
excellent facilities of Suncorp Stadium, Brisbane's new home 
ground. However, Brisbane have been promoting a kick-off 
date as September 16 as the first home match. 

With the resolution of the court case not due until mid- 
November, obviously the whole season will have to be re- 
scheduled. Brisbane Strikers will thus have to change their 
whole promotional campaign, pricing for season tickets etc, 
thereby incurring unnecessary expenses. 

This is yet another example of why Australian football is 
languishing years behind other sports in professionalism. All 
clubs conducting court challenges against Soccer Australia 
should be prohibited from participating in any FIFA- 
associated competitions such as the NSL, as is pronounced 
under FIFA tules. 

Finally, ABSW recently reported Frank Arok and others 
condemning the movement of Australian players abroad from 
the Australian Institute of Sport as a ‘waste of taxpayers’ 
money’. This statement is not correct, since, as previously 
mentioned in ABSW, Soccer Australia receives 10% of all 
transfer fees. 

While it would be preferable for such players to remain in 
Australia, without a professional league it is immoral for 
administrators here to prevent talented players maximising 
their earnings potential. Additionally, such overseas 
experience is invaluable to the national team, particularly 
given Australia’s likely participation in the 1998 World Cup.

“Hao is a member of the Army side and it’s now a matter 
for the two clubs, “ said the official who refused to reveal the 
transfer fee. 

Penarol spotted Hao on their recent Chinese tour when they 
drew 0-0 and then lost 3-2 to the Chinese national side last 
week when the midfielder opened the score. 

“This player was the revelation of our tour,” a Penarol 
official told the Sports Daily. 

The paper said Hao had always dreamt about playing for a 
top club and his Army club vice-president Li Fusheng said they 
were prepared to let him go although financial terms have yet 
to be agreed. 

However, the 25-year-old Hao, one of China’s best players, 
will have to curb his temper if he is to do well in the physically

Soccer star Romario (right) 
said last week he did not 
believe accusations by a 
woman charged with 
kidnapping his father last 
year that his brother planned 
the entire abduction. 

During a break in a 
morning practice with his 
Flamengo club, Romario 
told the CBN radio network 
that his brother, Ronaldo, 
and his bodyguard, Wilson 
Mussauer, had nothing to do 
with the crime. 

“| am certain that my 
brother is totally innocent,” 

Romario said in a televised interview. “My brother was the 
one who most suffered from this kidnapping.” 

‘The centre forward denied reports of a sour relationship 
between his father, Edevair de Souza, and his brother, 
although he said Ronaldo had always been a “worry” for 
the family, 

Ronaldo de Souza also denied taking part in the 
abduction. 

“This is a complete circus,” he told the Globo TV 
network, 

Marlucia Gomes, jailed and awaiting trial for allegedly 
kidnapping Souza on May 2 last year, outside a bar he 
owned on Rio’s poor north side, said yesterday on TV that 
the crime was a “farce” planned by Ronaldo, She said 
Ronaldo and Mussauer thought the Brazilian Soccer 
Confederation would pay the ransom to appease its star 
player on the eve of the 1994 World Cup. The kidnappers 
had demanded a $49.43 million ransom. 

Romario, then playing for Spain’s Barcelona club, 
appealed to the kidnappers to release his father and even 
asked Rio drug lords to use their influence. 

Six days later, state police raided a house in Nova 
Tguacu, a working class city north of Rio, and found Souza. 
Gomes, who was there taking care of him, was arrested. 

Police have opened an inquiry into the accusations,

BRIBERY ALLEGATIONS 
IN BUNDESLIGA 


Former international goalkeeper Uli Stein has 
given German chiefs specific details about the 
cash he alleges he was offered to fix a key league 
match in the Bundesliga’s first major bribery 
scandal for nearly 25 years. 

In a private hearing with the German soccer 
federation (DFB) last week, Stein named the officials 
who allegedly offered him money to lose a match 
during the climax to the 1987 season when he was 
playing for Hamburg. 

The 40-year-old Stein, whose career has been 
packed with controversy, caused a major stir last 
week when he told a magazine that first division side 
Kaiserslautern offered him the bribe. The DFB 
immediately launched an investigation. 

After an 80-minute hearing, DFB official Horst Hilpert 
said: “Stein has named names and given figures.” 

Stein, who now plays for second division Arminia 
Bielefeld, refused to comment on the hearing. 

He has alleged he was offered money by 
Kaiserslautern who needed to beat Hamburg to 
snatch a place in the UEFA Cup from Bayer 
Leverkusen. Although Stein turned down the offer and 
Hamburg won the game 4-0, his allegations mark the 
first major bribery case to hit the German game since 
1971 when more than 50 players, two coaches and six 
club officials were punished for fixing games. 

“We need to cast some light on this case as soon as 
possible since football's image is at stake,” said 
Hilpert, adding that Kaiserslautern officials may be 
called to appear before the DFB. 

Kaiserslautern officials have denied the allegations. 

Juergen Friedrich, who was club chairman at the 
time of the alleged bribery, said they were completely 
untrue. 

“The comments are absolute rubbish. It is just stupid 
chat to try and improve his profile,” he said. “Stein's 
mouth has to be shut.” 

Stein’s bribery accuasations come at the end of a 
career which has been dominated by scandals. 

The goalkeeper was sent home from the 1986 
World Cup finals in Mexico after he called coach 
Franz Beckenbauer a “lightweight”. 

Last year he was sacked by Eintracht Frankfurt 
after swearing at team mates during training and 
damaging morale.
